Ramsay MacDonald 
Dies On Way To 
South America 


CAREER OF 
‘COURAGE 


London, Nov. 10. 
The Rt. Hon. James Ramsay 
MacDonald, vc, a former 
Prime Minister of England, died 
at sea yesterday en route to 
South America on a health trip. 
—Reuter. 


Mr. MacDonald, the first 
Socialist Premier of Britain, was 
71 years of age. Only last week 
he sailed 
South America, accompanied by 
his daughter Sheila, in an effort 
to recuperate from ill health. 


James Ramsay MacDonald, the Li- 
bour statesman, was born at Lossic~ 
mouth, Scotland, in 1866, as the son 
of a farm labourer, He became 
pupll-teacher and then went penni- 
less to London where he 
from one Il-paid job to another and 
gradually won 
After four years us*private secretary 
to Mr. T. Lough, the Liberal M.P., he 
went in for journalism. Mcanwhile 
he had joined the Fabian Socicty and 
in Jan. 1893, was one of the founders 
of the Independent Labour party. In 
1900 he be¢ame sceretary fo the La- 
bour Representation - Committee, 
working it up to an important body 


In 1906 he was elected M.P. for Lei- 
cester, 
ARDENT PACIFIST 


At the beginning of the war he re- 
signed the choirmanship of the 
Labour purty, denouncing the Gov- 
ernment for having blundered Into 
the conflict. His action was pro- 
bubly due to miscalculation of 
pacifist. strength in the country, 
THe owas then that: “with: B,D. 
Morel he founded the Unlon of 
Democratic Control. He tried to pre= 
vent the Labour conference in Jon. 
1916, from pledging itself to support 
the prosecution of the war, while de- 
claring himself strongly anti-German, 
In 1017, however, he attempted in 
vain to promote a Soclalist conference 
nt Stockholm to include Germnn re- 
presentatives.

‘The Far East figured in the 
Premier’s speech at the Lord 
Mayor's banquet at the Guild- 
hall to-night wher he stated that 
‘the Government believed ~the 
most hopeful means of achieving 
the cessation of fighting in order 
to ‘allow of a settlement on a 
proper basis, lay in the Brussels} 
conference. 

But the essential factor: for the suc- 
cess of any endeavour to. bring ‘about 
a settlement was the co-operation o 
the United States, of which the con- 
ference had been assured by Mr. 
Norman’ Davis. : 

The prolongation of this unhappy 
conflict could only result in increas- 
ing damage to the great nations con- 
cerned, ond Britain anxfously awalt- 
ed the day when the differences would 
be composed. 

Mr, Chamberlain, added that the 
Government regarded the readiness of 
the United States to co-operate ‘in 
the Brussels conference as the first 
and most valuable step towards the 
fulfilment of the desire, expressed by 
President Roosevelt at Chicago, for. 
a concerted effort by the peace-loving 
nations to assure the sanctity of 
treaties and the settlement of dif- 
ficultles by peaceful means. They 
were convinced that a closer under- 
standing and a more complete com- 
munity. of purpose between Britaln 
and the United States might do much 
to assist the cause for'which President 
Roosevelt pleaded, and which was 
nearest Britain’s heart.—Reuter.

mony seats. Althoigh he had no 
absoiute majority: over the other 
parties, MacDonald formed a Cubinct 
on Jon. 22, 1024, thus becoming the 
first Socialist Premier of Great Bri- 
taln, This Government, which owed 
its continued existence to tho 
benevolent, neutrality of the Liberals, 
was at first trented ‘ by these 
with great consideration. Thus 
when M, 
power In France, Mr. MacDonald 
was able to call the conference In 
London at which the Dawes Plan 
was adopted. “Then at the Lengue 
Assembly in September he made u 
speech in which he went a step fur- 
ther in promoting the splrit of 
peace. 

The Conservatives would have 
none of his policy towards Sovict 
Russia as exemplified in his negotia- 
tion for a treaty with the Bolshe- 
vike and they brought about his fall. 
The famous “Zinovieft letter’? was 
published. This document, which 
gave instructions for the stirring up 
of sedition In England, was the sub- 
ject of uv vote in the Commons. The 
Government was defeated and Mace 
Donald appealed to the country, 
hoplng for a elcar majority. Instend 
he lost seats and In November 1924, 
he resigned. 

He had shown himself rather apt 
to change his mind, an in the matter 
of Peace Treaty revision, the Geneva 
Protocol, policy fownrds Russia, the 
Campbell -prosecullon and the Zino- 
viet letter. He was suld to be sus- 
piclous of all his colleagues in the 
Cabinct except J. H. Thomas. . Great 
play was made with the gift te the 
former Premier of a motorcar by a 
rich odmirer, Sir Alexander Grant, 
and the fact that the Intter was 
made a baronet—for. presenting 
Scotland with a National Library, 
MacDonald refused to accept an hon. 
degree from Cambridge when he 
learnt that the proposal would be 
opposed inthe Senote. After the 
fall of his Cabinet there was a bit- 
ter revolt against him, but be was 
re-elected cholrmon of the Parlia~ 
mentary party in 1926. In April 
1927, the LLP. Conference refused 
to nominate him for the treasurer- 
ship owing to his opposition to the 
polley of the extremists, who objected 
to hls pence-In-Industry plan and 
urged class-war.

His wife, a daughter of Dr, Glad- 
stone and a niece of Lord: Kelvin, 
was a woman of very fine character 
who exercised a great Influence on 
him for good. Her death in 1011 
was a terrible blow to, him. Their 
daughter Ishbel was hostess at 10°

Only 16 per cent. of Germany's 
milk. production is consumed in 
Mquld form compared. with 75 per 
cent. of ours, The’ remolning 84 
“per cent. or so {fs skimmed or 
“ soparated " for fat, this fat being 
used mostly for buttcr. 

It is+in the use which the 
German 8tate-controlled cream- 
crics make of the “separated” 
milk which adds so materially to 
the nation’s food supply, in con- 
trast to ourselves. * . 

About 30 per cent. Js returned to 
the forms for calf and pig fecding.

The exact number of 
divisions jn the city has not yet been 
determined, due to the fact that they 
are not regularly stationed at Nun- 
tao, where they dug themselves in 
yesterday. i 


Deliberately ‘ Wounded 


Themselves 


Only 3,000 regular Chinese troops 
are remaining in Nantao following 
the flight of some 500 disgruntled 
rearguard soldiers to the Concession 
yesterday, many of whom deliberate- 
ly cut themselves on the barbed wire, 
displaying wounds in order to goin 
admittance. 

However, all were disarmed and 
admitted to the concentrated French 
pollce stations In the Concession, 
after the majority had readily given 
up their, arms, somc. throwing them 
Into the Siccawei Creek, through 
which many waded. They unsuc- 
cessfully made efforts to retain thelr 
stecl helmets. : 

It is believed that the majority 
were Nantao regulars and rearguard 
troops who fied to Nantao due to the 
confusion, or becnuse they were cut 
off from the retrenting Chinese 
troops. So far Chinese military 
atborities have said little about the 
strength of the forces in Nantao, ol- 
though they are claiming that Nantao 
will be defended “to the last bullet”.

ther In promoting the spirit of 
peace. ‘ 

The Conservatives would have 
none of his policy towards Sovict 
Russia os exemplified in his negotia- 
lion for a treaty with the Bolshc- 
viles and they brought about his fall, 
The famous “ZinovicfY letter’ was 
published. This document, which 
gave instructions for the stirring up 
of sedition in England, was the sub- 
ject of a vote in the Commons. The 
Government was defented and Mac- 
Donald appealed to the country, 
hoping for a clear majority. Insccu. 
he lost sents and In November 1924, 
he resigned.”
